VALUE OF LIME 

I didn’t realize until a 
few years ago that a low 
soil pH would reduce corn 
yields so rapidly, I have 
Seen some fields that had 
to be plowed up and planted 
to something else simply 
because of low pH, Just 
recently I saw these figures 


giving the average yield 
of corn at various levels 
on the pH scale, At a pH 
of 4,7 corn will only yield 
One-third of its potential, 
At a pH of 5, it will yield 
73% of its potential, At 
5.7 the yield jumps to 83, 
At a pH of 6.8 corn makes 
100%, of its potential yield 
assuming everything else 
is normal. However, at a 
pH of 7.5 corn yield drop 
back to 85%, 


FIRES 

Four facto~s have a big 
influence on fires, For 
example, ata relative hum- 
idity of less than 30% fire 
is very dangerous, This is 
especially true when tem- 
peratures are high and wind 
is blowing, Generally, when 
the humidity is above 65%, 
there isn’t much danger,
